bottlers who clean 'not only tempcrancc- 
drick bottles, but also v.-ina bottles with 
shot; but that is not tho practice in tho 
latest approved bottling establishments, 
Bays tho Sow York Sun. There is one iu 
South Fifth avenue where five thousand bot- 
tles are cleaned every day, and thoroughly 
c'.eansed, without tho use of shot 


Ordinary root Uusr and sarsanarilla bot- 


tles arc easily cleaned, because the material 
used in them is readily and quickly soluble 
in cold water. Tlio bottle; arc dumped, 
throat "P, into a big tub of clear, cold water, 
which is kept clean by constant replenish- 
ment. Each buttlo is quickly filled and al- 
lowed to soak a short time. Then the clean- 
er prasps tin-no or four bottles in his two 
bands, holding them throat up, and shakes 
thorn vigorously. That Is sufficient to dis- 
lodgo tho sugary coating, and then the IMI- 
t'.cs are inverted and allowed to drain olf. 
As they arc made of transparent green 
glass it is easy to sec when they are ciea:i. 
Care is takea to wash out any llics that 
havo been sepulchred in the hottlo in their 
search for sweet things. Tho old-fashioned 
slouo bottles that were formerly used for 
j-oot beer have long been discarded as too 
heavy and costly. 


i' 
Tho cleaning of soda-water bottics is 


I more carefully dona. Hero warm water is 
) used, and tho workman manipulates a four- 


prongcd tool that looks like n fork. Eacb. 
prong is mounted with a stiff blade ot India 
rubber, of such shapo that when tho pro-Jfr 
is thrust into lite bottle tha rubber blade 
readies tho inner side of the bottle. 1:1 
front of the workman is a cocoa mat. This 
serves a'doublu purpose. 
The mat cioar.s 


tho outside of the bottle, and the rolling 
brings tho whole inside of the bottle in con- 
tact with the rubber blade. A fe-w vigor- 
ous rolls clean tho bottle thoroughly, and 
then it is rinsed mid ready for use. 


Still another process is u.^eil for lager- 


bccr bottics, which l-eqiiiro even more vig- 
orous wnsldng. This is done by a machine 
with 
revolving spindles, on which arc 


placed rubber brushes. The bottle is thrust 
over the ^[liiidlc, which is run by steam, 
and running water carries oil' tho scum. 
Each bottle then gels a thorough internal 
scouring.

bottles clean, and no manufacturer wlio ex- 
pect? to keep liis custom would dare neglect 
the essential e'.eincnt of cleanliness.

Of course, 
if a bottle has been filled with any greasy 
substan cc the only way to clean i r. thorough- 
ly Is with strong alkali, and this is dono by 
all careful bottlers.
